But if the wꝛi⸗ 
ting of Leouitius, and which was a great 
while befoze his time, Iohn Stoffler, and 
other Aſtronomers judgement ofthoſerare 
Contunctions of al the Þlances in the end 
of waterye Trigon bee true: (as certes J 
beleeue, andverely perſwade my ſelfe) J 
ſave playnely, it is a thing greatly to bee 
meruapled at, that choſe Collations of 
times (in which the Loꝛde God either hath 
beffowed ſingular benefits vpõ his church, 
end alſo wil heſtow, oz altered kingdoms; 

(and 
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and wil alter) by ſuch a certain wonderful 
equalitie, and quantuie of numbers, ſhould 
aunſwere beetweene them ſelues, euen as 
thoſe reaſons of Aſtronomers in euerpe 
reſpecte haue doone: Ok which it is eui⸗ 
dently gathered, that the Lazde OWD by 
a lingular pꝛouidence and eternal councel, 
doth guide and gouerne allthinges, And 
alſo it is playnelp to be ſeene, that hee hath 
made the ſtarres, and the courſe of them to 
be as it were clocks ot his eternall counſel, 
and gouernmentes of ſuch thinges in his 
Church, e cõmon weales,cuen as the Loꝛd 
God alſo doth witneſſe himſelfe, that thoſe 
lighees in the firmament ok heauen, ſhoulde 
be foze ſigns of times, and dayes, e yeeres, 
And cherefoze from theſe thinges doe cun⸗ 
ning Aftronomers fetch their contectures, 
becauſethzough a eertaine oder which the 
ſtarres doe keepe, they haue by long vie ob» 
ſerued verp manp things : pᷣ ſo from a true 
obſeruation of pʒinciples, they mape bzing 
foꝛch general coniectures, whoſe events da 
meruailouſlp agree together.
